The Secretary of the Board of 
‘Trado writes the Bulletin 5 


Tm a recent issue, the Calgary Her- 
ald consoled itself with the reflectior 
that, now that Mr. Oliver is Minister 
of the Interior. instead of simply 
member for Edmonton, his well 
known spirit of fairness, and the 
sense of his responsibility, not to his 
constituents alone, but to the whole 
country, would prevent the Minister 
of the Interior using his influence in 
favor of Edmonton as the seat of 
fovernment of the new province. 

This is no doubt an accurate state. 
statement of the Minister's position 
but the Herald's deduction that . he 
will necessarily throw the weight of 
his influence in with Calgary hardly 
seems to follow. Nor is‘ the reason 
quite plain for the Herald’s assump- 
tion that “any eminently fair man 
must concede Calgary’s claim as the 
logical seat of government.” There 
are DO statistics available as to popu- 
lation: but as Alberta is essentially 
aa agricultural community, the agri- 
cultural statistics may be taken as a 
fair criterion as to the population 
and commercial importance of the dif- 
ferent sections of the country. It is 
truc, there is a\small industrial popu- 
lation: but the extensive lumbering 
industry in the North, in conjunction 
With the coal industry, which is only 
becinning to be extensively developed, 
can be considered to offset the ‘targer 
coal industry in the South.
